The four-night toll of German 
planes shot down over Britain was 
raised to 37 early Friday when 
night fightres mot down nine Nazi 
invaders and anti-aircraft fire ac- 
counted for another. 

At Brest, the Air Ministry sald. 
RAF bombers zoomed back and 
forth above the 26,000-ton warships 
which have been raiding Atlantic 
convoys in two attacks, one of 
which lasted two hours.

TURKEY’S POSITION

by both belligerent camps. 

“The events in the Balkans are 
a link in the struggle for the domi- 
nation of the resources of the east- 
ern part of the Mediterranean, and 
above all for the oil resources of 
the Near East .. .”

e One of the most glorious events in the 
long battles of the Irish people for their 
freedom from British imperialism was the 
Easter Rising. The Twenty-fifth Anniver- 
sary of this event is tomorrow. In today’s 
issue of the Daily Worker—on page 5—will 
be found articles commemorating its signifi- 
cance. 

The slogan which the Irish people raised 
on this memorable occasion was against 
King and Kaiser, and for Ireland’s full in- 
dependence.

The British Empire 
Looks for a Formula 


Already British imperialism is searching 
for a fancy way to substitute its own mas- 
tery over the Ethiopian people, for that of 
Italian imperialism. 

The early edition of the New York Times 
yesterday carried a story from a writer on 
the London Times who revealed, undoubted- 
ly, what is going on in the minds of the 
Churchill government. Couched in the typ- 
ical weasel words of the British ruling class, 


the story said: 

“It is possible to believe that the independ- 
ence of Ethiopia must be restored and yet to 
face the fact that the Emperor (Haile Selassie) 
will need much help in re-establishing order. 
. . . We shall be in practical control, yet for 
obvious reasons anything resembling a British 
protectorate is out of the question. Might we 
not, therefore, arrange with the Emperor that 
he should accept from the first some non-Brit- 
ish advisers? ... If, after the war, some in- 
ternational organization is set up they, with 
any British cod pass into its ser- 
vice.” 


(Perhaps what the writer had in mind 
was some “non-British” adviser like an of- 
ficial of the Canadian or Australian govern- 
ments.) 0 N 

As the Daily Worker warned in an edi- 
torial two days ago, the British empire is 
no more fighting for the freedom and in- 
dependence of small nations than Hitler is. 
Having sold Ethiopia down the river twice 
before, it has now become a main obstacle 
to this Negro nation's independence. 

But Ethiopia did not fight against the 
yoke of Mussolini only to become another 
South African slave pen for the crown. The 
full independence of Ethiopia should be rec- 
ognized now—not in the distant future. And 
the Negro people of America and freedom- 
lovers everywhere will support Ethiopia to 
this end.

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FRUITS OF MR. CURRIE'S VISIT 


Since the visit to Chungking by Lauchlin 
Currie, President Roosevelt's personal envoy, 
the Kuomintang’s attacks against the unity 
of the Chinese people have been intensified. 
If Currie had wanted to aid democratic 
China, he could very well have done so. In- 
stead, another alarming flare-up of the Kuo- 
mintang’s reactionary and splitting policies 
has taken place, and more ominous still, the 
Roosevelt Administration is seeking to make 
Chiang Kai-shek its stooge. Currie’s mission 
was obviously in the interest of American— 
and British imperialism—and not in the in- 
terest of the Chinese people and their heroic 
resistance against the Japanese*invaders. 
As could be seen from the vivid and 
highly important dispatch from Hongkong, 
on page 2 of this newspaper last Wednes- 
day, Chiang Kai-shek’s persecutions of the 
people’s armies—which began with the cold- 
blooded slaughter of Fourth Route forces— 
are go. on apace. The Kuomintang has 
promulgated a new economic program— 
which smaks of Wall Street concoction—to 
suppress the people’s struggle to improve 
their dreadful living conditions. War against 


the Communist Party has sharpened. __ 

More than once the great mass of demo- 
cratic Americans have shown their sympathy 
with the Chinese people and are wholly op- 
posed to Chiang Kai-shek’s attempts to split 
the national front in China. The Chinese 
People’s Armies, together with the great 
material aid of the Soviet Union, have been 
the backbone of China’s amazing resistance, 
and the Communists have been the most 
effective organizers of Chinese unity. 

On the other hand, the collection of new 
“friends” of China—among them Currie and 
Willkie—are trying to organize disaster for 
China in the form of a super-Munich sell-out 
of their national independence. They want 
to make an imperialist colony of China, not 
to have it free and independent. ‘ 

In the face of this situation, it is clear 
that China’s salvation can come about only 
through full assistance to her unity and de- 
fense, an embargo on war materials to Japan, 
and the people of the United States should 
put a halt to the effort of American impe- 
rialism to dominate and split the Chinese
